This letter is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request 
dated February 14, 2019 and amended on February 28, 2019. Your request has been assigned 
FOIA Number 2019-00021. Please reference this number in all correspondence concerning 
your request. You requested the following: 

Email communications (including emails, email attachments, and calendar 
invitations/entries) to, from, cc’ing, or bcc’ing email addresses with the domain 
name ballardfl.com from January 20, 2017 to the date of the conducted search. 

OPIC is releasing four responsive records in part. The FOIA contains nine exemptions 
which authorize an agency to withhold qualified information. Partial withholdings have been 
made pursuant to Exemption (b)(6). 

Exemption (b)(6) of the FOIA protects information about individuals in “personnel and 
medical files and similar files” when the disclosure of such information “would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) (2012). The exemption 
was meant to be interpreted broadly and is not tied to the label of the file containing the 
information. United States Department of State v. Washington Post Co. , 456 U.S. 595 (1982). 
Exemption (b)(6) is therefore applied when the private interest in keeping personal information 
is greater than the public interest in disclosure. Dep’t of the Air Force v. Rose. 425 U.S. 352, 

372 (1976). The only public interest relevant in a (b)(6) inquiry is the public interest in knowing 
what the government is up to. Dep’t of Defense v. Fed. Labor Rel’n Auth.. 510 U.S. 487, 497 
(1994). OPIC has withheld the direct contact information of individuals under Exemption (b)(6). 
This information is tied to a particular individual and allows direct access to that individual, but 
does not reveal any government action. 

Duplication fees are not charged for this request and no fees are due for processing.
